Mr. Graham, cbairman'of the Committee
on Penal Institutions, through Mr. Jones,
in accordance with instructions from the
Senate, reported a bill authorizing the
Treasurer to use $300,000 of the money
now in the Treasury or which may be paid
in, known as the special tax fund, in pay-
ment of the ordinary expenses of the State
government and on appropriations to the
Insane Asylum, Institution for the Deaf.
Dumb and Blind to the amount of one
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and
for the support of convicts and the erection
of the Penitentiary to tho amouut of one
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and
tho Treasurer is authorized to reimburse
the "special tax fund" out of tho first
moneys which may come into the Treasury
of the taxes hereafter to bo levied for the
purposes above set forth.

Rules suspended, passed second reading,
and made the special order for Tuesday
next, at 12 o'clock.

Mr. Norment, from tho special Commit-
tee on Salaries and Foes, reported a bill
fixing the per diem and mileage of officers
and members of tho General Assombly, to
wit: President of the Senate and Speaker
of the Houso $7 per diem; members $5 per
diem; Principal and Assistant Clerks $6per
diem; Enrolling and Engrossing Clerks 85
per diem; Doorkeepers and Assistants 85
per diem; and 20 cents mileage in addition
for the whole.

Mr. Robbins, of Davidson, moved to
amend by decreasing all of the amounts
fixed in the bill.

Tho President ruled that only one
amendment at tho time was in order.

Mr. Robbins thou moved to amend by
striking out $7 per diem, for tho President
and Speaker of tho House, and to insert
in lieu thereof 85 per diem.

Bill concerning the city of Wilmington.
Mr. Ashe offered an amendment electing

the Mayor by a popular vote instead of by
the Board of Aldermon as the bill origi-
nally provided, also one continuing the
present officers until a fair registration
can be taken and an election held at some
subsequent day. These amendments to-
gether with some others were adopted
without debate.

Mr. French argued for some time in op
position, and concluded by moving the in-

definite postponement of the bill.
Mr. Ashe next occupied the floor in sup-

port of the bill. In reply to Mr. French's
charge, that this bill gerrymandered the
wards of the city, he would refer to the
most iniquitous gerrymandering that the
party recently in power had used in laying
off the Senatorial and other districts of
the State, which met the gentleman's (Mr.
French's) hearty approval. In reference
to the gentleman's consistency in his oppo-
sition to the provisions of this bill, he
would simply refer to his recorded vote in
favor of the passage of the bill in regard
to the town of Salisbury which passed the
last Legislature. That bill required a six
month's residenoe, this only 90 days.
That bill required a property qualification,
this none whatever. The principles of this
were so obviously fair aud just, that he
(Mr. Ashe) would not consume the timo of
the House in discussing them.

Mr. A. continued for sometime in advo-
cacy of the bill, reviewing the outrages
perpetrated upon hona fide oitizens of cor-porat- ed

towns and cities in the way of
amendments made to their charters by the
last Legislator, &o. He concluded by
calling the previous question in order to
save time and the people's money

The call for the previous question was
sustained, and the motion by Mr. French,
to indefinitely postpone was rejected by a
vote of yeas 38, nays 37.

The bill then passed its third reading by
a vote of yeas 09, nays 37.

Resolution to investigate the conduct of
certain public officers in consequence of
the maladministration of the State govern-
ment was taken up. (Introduced by
Fletcher, col.)

Mr. Sparrow said that this resolution
being introduced by a colored Republican,
he would vote for it with plasure.

The resolution was put to a vote and
adopted.

Resolution asking our Congressmen to
use their influence to secure the passage of
a general amnesty act, and the repeal of
the test oath, was taken np.

Mr. French could not advocate the pas-
sage of a general amnesty act. He
thonght those wishing a removal of their
disabilities should make individual appli-
cation.

Capture of Uutlavra Meeting of Citizens

Matters at Fair Bluff.
Fair Bluff, N. C, Deo. 9th, 1S70.

Dear Journal : Early yesterday morn
ing two men heavily 'armed, giving their
names as Thomas Lowis and John Parish,
entered our usually quiet village. Their
hostile appearanco confirming several ru
mors from the country as to their lawless
deportment, created sufficient grounds to
cause the citizens to ask their intention
and an investigation. The party seeing
two unarmed citizens approaching them,
forbade their advance, threatening to
shoot gun and pistol3 in hand. They
proposed to talk with one man, whereupon
one approached them they continued to
retreat slowly, threatening death if any
one approached, sayipg they would kill
them. One of them declared ho would
never be taken alive. " Pursuit was made.
A dozen or moro ehots were exchanged
without other effect than to cause one of
them to surrender. During the firing a
telegram wa3 sent to Whiteville reporting
it the operator only knowing that rob
bers were expected, aud firing wag going
on. This bror.ght several citizens from
Whiteville prepared for effective service.

The other man, Thoma3 Lewi3, escaped
to a bay hard by. He was, however, pur-

sued,' and after a desperate and dangerous
encounter, was captured by a parly from
Horry county, S. C, and brought back to
this place. In the fight to capture him.
he was wounded in the breast, and ono of
the prisoners narrowly escaped death by
being fired upon by Lewis. Bth prison-
ers have been by proper authority com-

mitted to jail.

Smith, says ha was born in the State of
Maine ; nails now from Horry county,
South Carolina ; is about twenty-fiv- e years
old ; -- five feet seven inches high ; greyish
eves ; short hair and sparse whiskers, on
the red order ; spare ouiit, sallow com
plexion, daring look, consumptive ap
pearance ; speaks independently, and by
profession a gun smith and clock tinker.
